Following the receipt of a message 
a t the 
police 
department from

brother, Michael Moore, of Pittston, 
Pa., the remains of Thomas Moore, 
who was ground to death here y es­ 
terday under a B. & O. Southwestern 
freight train, were buried at River- 
vievv cemetery this morning at the 
ex pense of 
the county . 
The mes­ 
sage was received Tuesday night a f­ 
ter the police had spent the day in 
try ing to locate the relatives of the 
dead man. 
The telegram was brief and gave 
no particulars relative to the man. 
It 
simply 
stated: ‘‘Bury 
remains 
there. 
Answer.” 
The 
police 
will 
send further particulars to Michael 
Moore and it is thought possible that 
the remains might be removed to the 
former home of the dead man later. 
The body was tak en to Voss’ under­ 
tak ing establishment soon after the 
accident occurred and was prepared 
for burial. 
Coroner William Diek mey er came 
here Tuesday in response to a mes­ 
sage from the police and aided the 
local officers in try ing to locate the 
relatives. 
He conducted his inquest 
over the body about 4 o’clock Tues­ 
day afternoon arnUseveral witnesses 
who saw the accident testified. 
The 
coroner returned a verdict of “acci­ 
dentally k illed by a B. & 0. South­ 
western freight train.” 
The evidence given at the coron­ 
er’s inquest was uniformly to the ef­ 
fect that the railroad company was 
not to be held responsible and that 
Moore fell from a freight train while 
in the act of trespassing. 
The evi­ 
dence showed that he released his 
hold from the hand rails on the side 
of a car and fell to the ground on hi.s 
head. 
His feet then rolled under the 
wheels and both were 
cut off while 
the body was ly ing on the outside of 
the rails.

was then pulled under the train, p« » -- | kno w n in this citv.

sibly by the brak e beams and that his 
body was rolled over and over. 
So far as the police have been able 
to learn Moore 
w a s not k nown in this 
city .

The officers have been 
unable to ascertain whether Moore's 
parents are living.

“I intend to vote for woman’s suf­ 
frage in New Jersey because 1 be­ 
lieve the time has come to ex tend that 
privilege and responsibility to the 
women of the states, hut I shall vote 
not as the leader of my party in the 
nation, hut only upon my private 
conviction as a citizen of New Jer­ 
sey ’, called upon by the legislature of 
the state to ex press his conviction 
at the polls. 
“I think New Jersey will be greatly 
benefited by the change. 
My posi­ 
tion in regard to the way in which 
this great question should be handled 
is well k nown. 
“I believe it should he settled by 
the states and not by the national 
government and under no circum­ 
stances should it he made a party 
question, and 
my view is 
made 
stronger at every turn of the ques­ 
tion.”

Federal Judge Cites Case as Example 
of Indifference to Law. 


New- York, Oct. 6.—H arry Payne 
W hitney and his fellow- m em bers of 
the federal grand jury empanelled foi 
the October term , heard Judge W. B. 
Sheppard of Pensacola, Fla., tem por­ 
arily assigned to the federal district 
court here, denounce the Frank lynch 
ing as an outrage which resulted from 
the indifference which the people oi 
Georgia had sown for years to such in­ 
fractions of the law. 
The judge in his charge to the jury 
used this point to impress the jurors 
with the necessity of taking cogniz­ 
ance of every violation of the law and 
every attem pt to obstruct or divert 
public justice.

Ten subm arines each, about 160 feet 
In length, were built from American 
designs and patents for the British 
government. 
They might have been 
built in this country, but William J. 
Bryan objected, so they were built in 
Canada. 
The journey from Montreal, 
where the boats were built, to 
the 
Dardanelles is by far the longest ever 
made by a subm arine and put into the 
shade the performance of the German- 
built boats, about which there w-as so 
much talk, which went from Kiel to 
the Adriatic. 
O ther vessels of this type are oper­ 
ating in the North and Baltic seas. 
American-built 
ubmarines have jour­ 
neyed from (h r, side of the Atlantic 
to the coast of Ireland, then to the 
M editerranean and as far as the Dar­ 
danelles, w h en they have been oper­ 
ating against the Turks with consider­ 
able success.
